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0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard was adopted by the Indian Standards Institution 
on 24 August 1967, after the draft finalized by the Inorganic Chemicals 
( Miscellaneous ) Sectional Committee had been approved by the Chemical 
Division Council. 

0.2 Hydrated calcium sulphate from marine brine known in the trade as 
'marine gypsum' is lifted from salt works and it is rain-washed to reduce 
the sodium chloride content and other soluble impurities. At present it is 
used by cement industries in place of mineral gypsum. The requirements 
of mineral gypsum for various chemical industries are covered under 
separate specification, namely, IS : 1290-1965*. 

0.3 This standard contains clause 3.1 which calls for agreement between 
the purchaser and the supplier. 

0.4 For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this 
standard is complied with, the final value, observed or calculated, 
expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance 
with IS : 2-1960f . The number of significant places retained in the rounded 
off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard. 



1. SCOPE 

1.1 This standard prescribes the requirements and the methods of sampling 
and test for hydrated calcium sulphate from marine brine. 

2. REQUIREMENTS 

2.1 Description — The material shall consist essentially of calcium 
sulphate dihydrate obtained from marine salt works. 

2.2 The material when dried as prescribed in 4 of IS : 1288-1958J shall 
comply with the requirements laid down in Table 1, when tested according 
to the methods prescribed in IS : 1288-1958J.

3. PACKING AND MARKING 



3.1 Packing — The material shall be supplied in bulk or in packages as 
agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier. 

3.2 Marking — When supplied in packages, each package shall be 
securely closed and marked indelibly with the following information: 

a) Name of the material; 

b) Weight of the material in the package; 

c) Manufacturer's name and recognised trade-mark, if any; and 

d) Lot number. 

3.2.1 When supplied in bulk, a good-sized metallic or cardboard label 
bearing the above information with suitable paint or ink shall be 
conspicuously displayed on the carrier and also placed inside it. 

3.2.2 The material may also be marked with the ISI Certification Mark. 

NOTE — The use of the ISI Certification Mark is governed by the provisions of the 
Indian Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Act, and the Rules and Regula- 
tions made thereunder. Presence of this mark on products covered by an Indian 
Standard conveys the assurance that they have been produced to comply with the 
requirements of that standard, under a well-defined system of inspection, testing and 
quality control during production. This system, which is devised and supervised by 
ISI and operated by the producer, has the further safeguard that the products as 
actually marketed are continuously checked by ISI for conformity to the standard 
Details of conditions, under which a licence for the use of the ISI Certification Mark 
may be granted to manufacturers or processors, may be obtained from the Indian 
Standards Institution.

4.3 Criteria for Conformity 

4.3.1 For Individual Samples — For calcium sulphate tested on the 
individual samples, the mean (X) and range (R) of test results shall be 
computed ( the mean being the average of all and the range being the 
difference between the maximum and the minimum of the test results ). 

4.3.1.1 The lot shall be declared as conforming to the requirement if 
the value of the expression ( X — 0.6i?J is not less than the minimum value 
specified in Table 1. 

4.3.2 For Composite Sample — For chlorides tested on the composite 
sample, the lot shall be declared as conforming to the requirements for 
chlorides if the test result dors not exceed the maximum value specified in 
Table 1.
